Around Lake, Council Says 
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Council Sets Rates for 'Dial-a-Ride’ 
Bus Service; Limits Parking at Coop

Transportation in many 
facets — bus routes and 
rates and restrictions on 
commercial driveway ent¬ 
rances and parking — occu¬ 
pied city council at its reg¬ 
ular session on November 
19. 

Council passed a resolution 
which established fares for an 
intra-city bus service. Fares for 
dial-a-ride were set at $.50 for 
senior citizens (62 years of age 
and older) and students (6-18 
years of age), free for children 
under six years of age accom¬ 
panied by an adult, and $1.00 for 
all others. Fares for the fixed- 
route service were set at half the 
dial-a-ride rates. 

Many citizens took the oppor¬ 
tunity to request specific times 
for the experimental service. City 
Manager James Giese noted that 
staff would survey the community 
to discover its needs, in particu¬ 
lar which two days a dial-a-ride 
service w ould be useful. Martin 
'HoTTy for the Greenbelt Golden 
Age Club requested service on 
Wednesdays and Sundays. Several 
people — Margaret Hogensen, 
Irene Hensel and Eunice Coxon— 
noted that service was especially 
needed on Sundays when there 
is no public transportation. 

Another concern was the need 
to interface with METRO and 
AMTRAK. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
noted the city doesn’t want to 
compete with METRO and will 
have different times and routes. 
Because the service is expected 
to stay within the city limits, 
there are no plans to provide 
transportation to the subway 


stop. 

Oouncilmember Ed Putens ex¬ 
pressed the optimism of everyone 
as the resolution was passed, say¬ 
ing “This is going to put Jose 
out of work.” Jose Morales, 1984

Driveways 

Council passed unanimously at 
first and second readings with a 
suspension of the rules an ordi¬ 
nance which prohibits commer¬ 
cial driveways on residential 


streets where there is access to 
the commercial property on an¬ 
other street. Only one person 
spoke to the issue. Robert Ruzza, 
representing Beltway Plaza, 
found the ordinance “untimely.” 

Beltway Plaza had submitted 
a permit application for a drive¬ 
way entrance behind Beltway 
Plaza on Breezewood Drive. Giese 
noted that the application was 
third in line for review. Ruzza 
felt the ordinance would “serious¬ 
ly impact on certain developers 
who have large frontages on 
streets which seem to be resi¬ 
dential.” The description of 
Breezewood Drive as a “seeming” 
residential street was greeted 
with some disbelief. Councilmem- 
ber Thomas White pointed out 
that the Plaza was not being 
See CITY, page 5, col.

The path around Greenbelt 
Lake will not be paved, says the 
city council. The unanimous de¬ 
cision, in which council agreed 
with the Advisory Planning 
Board and the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board, was reached 
during the regular council meet¬ 
ing on December 3. 

The denial came after a writ¬ 
ten request by Arthur P. Endres 
at the November 5 council meet¬ 
ing to asphalt a four-foot-wide 
path encircling the lake. Endres 
complained that he injured his 
leg twice while jogging around 
the lake, once because of a pot¬ 
hole and once because of a rock. 
He felt asphalt would alleviate 
these problems and presented a 
petition signed by 97 persons in 
favor of the motion. 

At that time, City Manager 
James Giese noted that while 
there were some advantages to 
paving the trail, the decision was 
essentially a matter of choice and 
preference. However, staff did 
recommend that if the trail were 
to be paved, it be paved to its 
full width of almost eight feet, 
not just a four-foot strip. 

After referring the matter to 
the two city boards, council re¬ 
ceived recommendation from both 
against paving the lake trail. 
Both boards suggested continued 
use of such materials as crushed 
stone and cinders. 

At the December 3 meeting, 
using Greenbelt News Review 
“Letters to the Editor” as evi¬ 
dence, councilmember Thomas 
White pointed out that many citi¬ 
zens were opposed to this issue. 

All of the residents who ap¬ 
peared before the council that 


ing that the asphalt would mar 
the beauty of the lake. 

“Speaking from the heart,” a 
homeowner on the lake said, 
“pavement would invite more 
trouble and make it easier for 
motorcycles that already speed 
by.” 

A runner who is a 20-year resi¬ 
dent of Greenbelt said the path 
is important for relaxation and 
mental health. He commented, 
“The lake trail is there for all 
people and not just those who 
like asphalt.” 

Councilmember Toni Brain, 
pointing out there are runners 
who like asphalt and runners who 
don’t, suggested there are other 
locations to use if asphalt run¬ 
ning is desired. Backing up 
Eram’s point, Jim Drake, who is 
also a runner, said, “I can’t per¬ 
sonally run on asphalt because 
it’s tough on the legs. I believe 
that people come from all around 
to use the cinder path around 
the lake and we shouldn't take 
it away.” 

Another concerned citizen sug¬ 
gested spending city money for 
extra trash containers for the 
park and more security for wo¬ 
men runners instead of “wasting 
it on asphalt.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld included 
among reasons for rejecting the 
pavement proposal that Greenbelt 
Lake is one of the few natural 
beauties left and should be “pre¬ 
served in its rustic state.” He 
added, “The path should be in¬ 
spected and repaired where need¬ 
ed with additional cinders and 
pebbles, but not with asphalt.” 

Giese told council that the 
path has already been inspected

Citizens: Gray Panther Ruth 
Dungan, who presented the or¬ 
ganization's endorsement of an 
indoor pool for the communty, 
said,. “. . . we are aware of senior 
citizens in winter going to indoor 
swimming pools to keep up their 
activities." Councilmember Rich¬ 
ard PiLski asked Dungan to “pro¬ 
vide numbers of Greenbelters 
currently using indoor pools else¬ 
where that might use a Greenbelt 


facility. That would be really 
helpful.”

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Running Club Opposes 
Paving of Lake Path 

The Greenbelt Running Club 
met on Monday, November 26, 
and overwhelmingly voted to op¬ 
pose the paving of the path 
around Greenbelt Lake. Those 
present also unanimously sup¬ 
ported a motion to remove haz¬ 
ards from the path and maintain 
the path in reasonable condition. 

The basic objection to a paved 
running surface, the runners 
present agreed, was that it is 
harder on the runners’ joints, es¬ 
pecially the knees and ankles. 
One runner pointed out that ice 
would form quicker, last longer, 
and be more dangerous on pave¬ 
ment than on the present sur¬ 
face. 

Support for the paving was 
based on the fact that it would 
provide a smoother surface. This 
would be especially helpful for 
those running in twilight or 
darkness. Vice-president Alexan¬ 
der E. Barnes pointed out that 
this was a mixed blessing since 
such a smooth surface would tend 
to encourage more bicycles and 
(faster riding. Pot-holes could 
form in the paving making it as 
hazardous, if not more so, than 
the current surface. 

Compliments were voiced on 
the way the city had improved 
certain problem drainage areas. 
While it was felt that it wasn't 
worth $13,000 to pave the path, 
some runners expressed the hope 
that some of that money could be 
used to improve other frequently 
wet and muddy spots. 

President Larry J. Noel, Jr., 
was directed bo report the ac¬ 
tions of the Club to the City 
Council.

According to the police, 
officers of the Greenbelt city po¬ 
lice department responded at 
about 10:20 p.m. on December 3 
to a call from the Prince 
Georges County Hotline that a 
man in the 4 Court of Plateau 
Place was going to commit sui¬ 
cide by using a gun. When the 
police units got there, the man 
refused to answer the door. The 
police dispatcher also made sev¬ 
eral attempts to talk to the man 
by phone. However, the man ad¬ 
vised the dispatcher that he 
would not allow the police to en¬ 
ter and repeated his suicide 
threat. 

The officers evacuated nearby 
homes for the safety of the resi¬ 
dents and placed themselves 
around the home. The Prince 
Georges County Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Team was also called. As 
the team and negotiators were 
arriving, the man opened fire in 
the direction of the city police 
officers. 

During the next three hours, 
officers were pinned down in 
nearby yards as the man fired 
additional shots. At about 3:30 
a.m. he agreed to surrender and 
was taken to Prince Georges 
General Hospital for evaluation 
with criminal charges pending. 
After the man was taken into 
custody, a .357 Magnum handgun 
and several rounds of ammuni¬ 
tion were confiscated. Search of 
the scene reveiled that at least 
eight shots had been fired.

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Area Robberies Solved 
By Joint Police Action 

According to information re¬ 
leased by the Greenbelt police de¬ 
partment, a series of robberies in 
the Greenbelt area has been suc¬ 
cessfully closed by a joint opera¬ 
tion involving officers of the 
Greenbelt department and the 
United States Park Police. With 
the arrest of an 18-year-old sus¬ 
pect o£ no fixed address on Sep¬ 
tember 24, Det. Kent Bowen of 
the U.S. Park Police has closed 
four robberies which occurred in 
the campground area of Greenbelt 
Park. The suspect is charged with 
using a handgun to rob the four 
victims. 

Det. M.D. Sappington of the 
Greenbelt department has closed 
three robberies in Greenbelt in¬ 
cluding the robbery and shooting 
of a man in the 8100 block of 
Lakecrest Dr. in September. The 
other cases closed as a result of 
the arrest were the attempted rob¬ 
bery of TGI Friday’s restaurant 
and the robbery of the Arco 
Mini-Mart in August. 

The police said that two addi¬ 
tional robberies which occurred 
in the jurisdiction of the Prince 
Georges County Police were also 
closed as well as numerous bur¬ 
glaries in the New Carrollton ar¬ 
ea. 

The suspect is currently incar¬ 
cerated in lieu of $150,000 bond 
on the combination of the charges. 

According to Det. Sappington, 
the cooperation among all the a- 
gencies was the primary reason 
for the case closure. He cited, 
in particular, the close coordina¬ 
tion and the allocation of resour¬ 
ces by the U.S. Park Police inves¬ 
tigator and the members of the 
joint surveillance team.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting, held on November 5, 1984, the City Coun¬ 
cil of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolu¬ 
tion Number 1984-3 (Resolution No. 580), and the following title 
of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MU¬ 
NICIPAL”, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICI¬ 
PAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDITION AS A- 
MENDED) AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LE¬ 
GISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF 
THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND 
OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 36, TITLE “SAME-POWERS”, TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE THIRD PARAGRAPH SHALL BE TITLED (c) AP¬ 
POINTMENTS BASED ON QUALIFICATIONS; DISCRIMIN- 
INATION PROHIBITED., AND TO BROADEN THE PROVI¬ 
SIONS OF THIS SECTION. 

The above Charter amendment shall become and be considered a 
part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, accord¬ 
ing to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective 
and observed as such, upon the 25th day of December, 1984, unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be the 
15th day of December. 1984, there shall be presented to the Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by regis¬ 
tered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty percent or 
more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular election of the 
City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter amendment 
be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.

per length for swim competition. 
Citizens: No comment. 

North End Center 
Giese: Requires extensive reno¬ 
vation to convert school building 
to multi-use center. Primary 
ideas for use are pre-school day 
care, senior citizens center, rec¬ 
reational programs, city muse¬ 
um. Demolition of older portion 
of building possible. 

Citizens: The Gray Panthers en¬ 
dorsed use of the building for 
senior citizens, but not exclusive¬ 
ly. “Age and Youth in Action,” 
is our motto, Dungan said. “We 
would like to see all ages use the 
center.” While some matching 
funds for renovation might be 
available for a senior citizen 
center, strings attached to such 
a grant might require exclusive 
use by seniors, added Esther 
Webb, convenor of the Gray Pan¬ 
thers. “There is a severe shor¬ 
tage of meeting space in Green- 
belt. The library is only open 
three nights a week,” she added. 
“Would you support a child care 
center in the building?” asked 
Councilmember Antoinette Bram. 
“Yes. Very desirable,” said 
Webb. 

Pedestrian-Bike Trails 
Giese: This item has ranked high 
in last two city questionnaires by 
city voters. Paths include: 1. 
Perimeter Trail to circle North 
End woods from Research Rd. to 
McDonald Little League Field 
with connections to existing 
trails. 2. Bike Path from Roose¬ 
velt Center to Springhill Lake 
with tie-in to Metro station; 3. 
Lakewood Park Path extensions 
(to Perimeter Trail at North End 
Center and at, Northway Ball 
Fields); 4. GHI interior walkway 
improvements and lighting where 
walk is on property under con¬ 
trol of city (streets and parks), 
coordinate with GHI improve¬ 
ment of its portions. 

Citizens: No comment. 

Widening of Hanover Parkway 
Giese: City is responsible for wid¬ 
ening remaining portion of Han¬ 
over Parkway adjacent to the 
city park at intersection with 
Mandan Road. 

Citizens: “This is the least ex¬ 
pensive item . . . and the only 
one affecting safety,” said Rob¬ 
ert Zugby, representing the 
Greenbriar Community Associa¬ 
tion and the combined boards of 
Greenbriar/Glen Oaks. “It is in¬ 
conceivable to the residents . . . 
that a bond issue should be pas¬ 
sed thait did not include this par¬ 
ticular item.” Bram asked her 
colleagues whether another 
means of financing would allow 
the city to “do it now.” White 
agreed, saying the project should 
be undertaken “even if we don’t 
have a bond issue.” “Not any 
member of council is going to de¬ 
ny you this,” councilmember Ed¬ 


ward Putens further assured 
Zugby. 

Greenbelt Museum 
New Proposal- 

Citizens: While a Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum might be located within the 
North End Center temporarily, 
said Fiftieth Anniversary Chair¬ 
person Sandra Barnes, the ulti¬ 
mate goal is to obtain an orig¬ 
inal home, preferably a duplex. 
One side would show the house as 
it might have appeared in 1937, 
the other would house Greenbelt 
memorabilia from the ’30s and 
early 40's, photographs, arti¬ 
facts, a slide show. Cost of pur¬ 
chasing a duplex was estimated 
at $100,000. A museum, the com¬ 
mittee felt, would be a “lasting 
tribute to the spirit of the early 
pioneers as well as a continuing 
reminder of our Greenbelt her¬ 
itage.” 

Land Acquisition 
Giese: Land in Greenbelt has be¬ 
come quite expensive. Of the in¬ 
ventory of a dozen parcels of land 
available, no particular sites have 
been designated for acquisition. 
Citizens: “If we lose opportuni¬ 
ties to acquire greenspace,” said 
Margaret Hogensen, “they are 
often tost and it cannot be re¬ 
versed.” Werner Neupert added 
his endorsement saying, “Green- 
space defines the character of the 
city.” 

Lakeside Curbs and Sidewalk 
Giese: Drainage improvements to 
catch spring water, new curbs 
and a sidewalk are proposed. 
Citizens: Neupert favored drain¬ 
age improvements, but said, “no 
one is in favor of upright curbs 
or the classic ribbon of concrete 
sidewalk . . ., I’m surprised the 
issue was even raised.” Bram in¬ 
quired about the safety of the 
"walkers, bikers, and runners 
who use the street.” “Haven’t 
heard any complaints,” respond¬ 
ed Neupert. He would support 
replacing curbs with the same

“rolled” style, just not the stand¬ 
ard upright curbs used at the 
Lake Park entrance, which he 
called “inappropriate to the set¬ 
ting.” It is “staff’s opinion that 
the majority of Lakeside resi¬ 
dents do not want any sidewalk,” 
acknowledged Giese, “but there is 
a vocal minority that approaches 
staff.” 

Braden Field Improvements 
Giese: Field needs to be recon¬ 
structed to avoid flooding and to 
shorten time needed for drying 
after a heavy rain. New turf and 
an underground sprinkler system, 
improved pedestrian and handi¬ 
capped accessability are needed. 
Citizens: No comment. 

Northway Ball Field Improve¬ 
ments 

Giese: Proposals include paving 
road access, parking area. Needs 
include pedestrian path from 
Ridge Road, storage, restrooms, 
announcer’s booth, picnic tables, 
ballfield lights. If surplus land 
is acquired from county, more 
ball fields, a playground, picnic 
p’-na and public works storage 
building may be developed. 
Citizens: No comment. 

Attick Park Improvements 
Giese: Variety of needs including 
concession stand/restrooms/pic- 
nic shelter combined or separate; 
improvements to playground, 


parking lot, entrance landscaping 
(currently underway), service 
road, handicapped access and 
parking, fire/warming pits at 
peninsula and concession stand. 
Bandstand, when replaced, should 
be moved too open the view of the 
lake from the hillside below the 
parking area. Other needs — 
dredging the lake, dam repair (if 
leaking as State officials have 
suggested, city staff disagrees but 
is looking into problem). 
Citizens: Chemikoff would give 
priority to picnic shelter and 
restrooms instead of to conces¬ 
sion stand. No other comments. 
New Police Station 
Giese: Growth of department has 
resulted in overcrowded quarters. 
Suggested site is between St. 
Hugh’s rectory and fire depart¬ 
ment. Other possible site is 
North End Center. 

Citizens: No comment. 

Additions to Public Works 
Giese: Department has grown in 
responsibility, storage space for 
equipment is inadequate, need 
salt dome (salt is currently stor¬ 
ed outside). New storage area 
could be in public works com¬ 
pound. 

Citizens: “I want to see an ad¬ 
dition to Public Works, but not at 
that location,” said Pilski. Con¬ 
cerned about the unattractive 


view from high rise buildings a- 
cross Kenilworth Avenue, Pilski 
would like to see the entire com¬ 
pound moved “away from that 
area of new construction ... to 
a remote (location) such as the 
surplus property.” He added, 
“That’s called beautification.” 
Chemikoff was not sure such a 
move made sense. “Our streets 
are not built for our large pub¬ 
lic works vehicles.” 

City Bus Service Equipment 
Giese: We will begin service 
shortly with equipment just ac¬ 
quired. Our yellow and white 
bus is a compromise in size. We 
could use a larger bus and a 
smaller van. If serious about 
service, city will need to pro¬ 
vide transportation useable by 
handicapped. 

Citizens: No comment. 

Addition to Youth Center 
Giese: Must provide shower and 
locker room facilities for wom¬ 
en, need also gymnastic/exercise 
facility. 

C'tizens: No comment. 

City staff also provided pro¬ 
jected figures of revenues and 
expenditures through 1990 show¬ 
ing funds which could be used to 
finance the bond issue. Projec¬ 
tion includes both new construc¬ 
tion and an average increase in 
assessment of 5% annually.

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Citizens Ask City's Help 

by Mary Lou Williamson 

At the public hearing on October 29 for a Capital Im¬ 
provements Bond Issue, citizens brought a number of re¬ 
quests which city council and staff agreed could be handled 
in the city’s annual operating budget rather than through 
the bond issue. 


Ann Pisano, representing the 
Lakewood Citizens Association, 
presented a list of needs: drain¬ 
age problem on Greenhill Road; 
deteriorated sidewalks (repair 
work had just begun); new street 
light at entrance to community 
on Greenhill Road; clearing of 
underbrush on the Lakewood side 
along Crescent Road between 
Northway and Greenhill Rd.; a 
bus sheliter (like Boxwood’s); 
and help in placing and land¬ 
scaping a Lakewood marker. The 
marker would be paid for with 
funds raised by the Lakewood 
Civic Association. 

In response, city manager 
James K. Giese told council that 
city staff could handle the street 
light request. He explained to Pi¬ 
sano that the city does do some 
sidewalk repair work each year. 
Council, he explained, could au¬ 
thorize more work by adding 
more money in the budget. He 
also offered help with landscap¬ 
ing a marker at the entrance to 
Lakewood. “We do it other places. 
I see no problem here,” Giese ex¬ 
plained. As for the request to 
clear underbrush, “there are 
those for it and those against 
it and we’ve been caught in the 
middle,” he suggested. 

“None of these items need be 
included in a bond issue,” agreed 
Councilmember Richard Pilski. 
“They can be taken care of out 
of our current budget.” He took 
issue with the idea that the city 


had neglected care of the area 
along Crescent Road, blaming 
residents who dumped leaves and 
trash in the area. Residents 
should bag their leaves and call 
for special trash pickup, he sug¬ 
gested. The azaleas in that area 
when they are in bloom are 
pretty, he added. Pisano, who 
said she uses the sidewalk along 
Crescent Road daily, objected, 
saying the underbrush is so thick 
“someone can hide behind that 
area. If the city cleans it up, then 
the Lakewood Civic Association 


»i.i oe eacoUi.agea to see that 
residents do their share.” 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White found two items that could 
be considered for the bond issue: 
street resurfacing in three or four 
years and bus shelters for all of 
Greenbelt. 

Giese was appreciative of the 
photographs Pisano presented of 
broken sidewalk. 

Mayor Weidenfeld commended 
Pisano for her work in “reviving 
your civic association and for 
bringing the needs of the com¬ 
munity to the city council.” 

County Land 

In a related issue, Tony Pisano 
presented photos of a couple of 
fallen trees on county-owned 
property between Boxwood and 
Lakewood. One tree landed on the 
Baptist Church land. 

The property was never dedi¬ 
cated to the city by the developer, 
as had been expected, and was 


eventually taken by the county 
for unpaid taxes. Efforts by the 
city some years ago to acquire 
the land, approximately 14 acres 
in two parcels, never material¬ 
ized. One of the sticky points 
had been the city’s refusal to pay 
back taxes to the county. Pilski 
indicated an interest in again 
attempting to acquire the land. 

“In March of this year, a tree 
fell down across my property to 
the church’s property.” Charles 
Kendall told the council. When 
he asked the county to remove 
the tree the county called it “an 
act of God” and denied any re- 
snonsibility for the tree, he said. 
Kendall thought the city might 


find owning the land a liability 
rather than an asset. 

Boxwood resident David Moran 
told council a fallen tree on the 
county land blocks the path some 
Boxwood children use to walk to 
school. 

County council member Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi who appeared min¬ 
utes later said the county is 
willing to give up the land and 
asked the city to make an official 
request. 

Putens asked why the city 
couldn’t go in and take care of 
the trees .That libility, Giese re¬ 
plied, is the county’s incentive 
to give up the property at little 
or no cost.

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SENIORS SAY TRANSPORTATION 
MAJOR CONCERN, SURVEY SHOWS

Transportation, income, and health care are major 
problems confronting Greenbelt’s senior citizens, according 
to the city’s senior citizens survey. Isolation and loneli¬ 
ness, crime, and home repair or maintenance were also 
noted as significant problem areas. 

City staff presented the re- $5,000 live in Green Ridge House, 
suits of the May survey to the and most of those in the $5,000 


City Council in October and noted 
that these six areas “trouble 
Greenbelt senior citizens most.” 

Seniors from all over the city 
participated in the survey, but 
115 of the 172 respondents live 
in Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
houses or in Green Ridge House. 

Respondents were asked to rate 
18 different areas: as “Some 
Problem,” a “Very Important 
Problem,” a “Most Serious Prob¬ 
lem,’ or “No Problem." Although 
income received the largest num¬ 
ber of responses as the “Most 
Serious Problem,” transportation 
received the most responses as 
“Some Problem,” as well as the 
most responses overall. Health 
care received the most responses 
as a “Very Important Problem.” 

More than a third of the sen¬ 
iors responding said they do have 
“trouble getting around,” while 
about two-thirds said they use 
their own cars. Fifty-six percent 
said a nearby family provides 
some transportation help, and 42 
percent indicated that they use 
some public transportation. 

One senior asked for “assist¬ 
ance in transportation to doctors 
so family doesn't lose so much 
time from work.” 

Income 

Forty-six percent of the re¬ 
sponding seniors have incomes of 
less than $10,000 per year. 
Twenty of the 21 persons under

Fifteen percent of the seniors 
have incomes between $10,000 
and $15,000, while 16 percent 
have incomes between $15,000 
and $20,000, and 23 percent earn 
more than $20,000. 

When asked where their money 
comes from, 63 percent identified 
Social Security as a source. 
Forty-five percent identified pen¬ 
sions and 41 percent identified 
savings. 

Health Care 

Health care was rated as a 
problem in some degree by near¬ 
ly one-third of the respondents. 
However, most seniors use their 
own doctor, and nearly all indi¬ 
cated they do not have problems 
getting enough medical care.
